Peabody fund board of trustees met today 
at the Fifth Avenue hotel to conduct the 
proceedings of their annual meeting. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Chief Justice M. W, Fuller, of the Unit- 
ed States supreme court, and president 
of the Peabody board of trustees at !2 
o'clock. The following gentlemen an- 
swered to roll call: Hon. Samuel A, 
Green, of Boston, Mass.; James D. Por- 
ter, ex-governor of Tennessee, and pres- 
ident Nashville normal college. J. P. Mor- 
gan, of New York; the Rt. Rev. William 
C. Doane, bishop of. Albany; Morris K. 
Jessup, of New York; Hon. W. A. Court- 
ney, ex-mayor of Charleston, 8S. C.; Hon. 
Henderson M. Somerville, United States 
appraiser, of New York, whose residence 
is in Montgomery, Ala.; Hon. Charles B. 
Fenner, judge of the supreme court of 
Louisiana, whose residence is in New 
Orleans; Daniel C. Gillman, ex-president 
of Johns Hopkins college, of Baltimore, 
and now president of the Carnegie insti- 
tution of Washington, D, C.; Hon. George 
IF. Hoar, United States senator of Massa- 
chusetts; Hon. Hoke Smith, ex-secretary 
of the interior, of Atlanta, Ga. 

Treasursr’s Report. 

The treasurer's report showed that the 
fund now amounted to about $2,500,000, 
which is secured by first-class collateral; 
that the receipts from various sources 
amounted to $85,000, and that the dis- 
bursements was, in round numbers, $80,- 
000. 


Dr. 8S. A. Green was appointed to suc- 
ceed Dr. Curry as general agent at $5,000 
per annum and expenses. A motion was 
passed cutting down the free scholar- 
ships of the Institutions which have been 
benefited by the fund, the same to take 
effect two years hence. The action was 
taken because it was claimed some 
states were receiving more than they 
were entitled to. It was also decided to 
discontinue the practice of giving money 
for lectures and to devote the same to 
education of teachers in the smaller 
schools. The old officerg were reelected. 

Dr. Gilman read a tribute to the mem- 
ory of the late Dr. J. L. M. Curry, who 
was for more than twenty years the 
executive officer of the board. Dr. Gil- 
man said Dr, Curry was a remarkable 
man, both as to the character of his 
work and his versatility. The latter qual- 
ity was shown in an outline of his va- 
rious occupations, which includes practice 
at the bar, the ministry and a public 
career in the legislature of his state, in 
the army, in the confederate congress, in 
the congress of the United States and 
as minister to Spain, besides work as 
a professor, and as the general agent of 
the Slater fund, as well as of the Pea- 
body fund. 

At the request of the board ex-Governor 
Porter will act as president of the Pea- 
body Normal college at Nashville for an- 
other year. The normal college at Nash- 
ville has had more assistance from the 
fund than any other one institution, re- 
ceiving $40,000 a year, which is about 
half the annual income of the fund. 

When the schoo] was founded twenty- 
five years ago it was the only regular 
normal schoo] in the south, and for this 
reason it was given much financia] as- 
sistance. Now every southern state has 
arn equally good normal school, so thw 
trustees decided to do away with the 
payment of scholarships at the Nashville 
institute, although the salartes which 
heretofore have been paid by the fund 
will be paid in future. The. money so 
saved will be used in encouraging the 
rural schools in the south. 

Officers of the fund were re-elected. 

The executive committee for the year 
includes Messrs. Courtenay, Gilman, 
Fenner, Porter and Smith, with Chief 
Justice Fuller ex-officio. The finance 
committee includes © Messrs. Fuller, 
Wetmore, Somerville, Olney, Hoar and 
Jesup. with Mr. Morgan ex-Officio. 

It was decided that a special meeting 
of the board shall be held in Washington 
next January.

Former Liguienant Governor 
Testifies Concerning Re!a- 
tions with «Gonzales, 


OF KILLING OF GONZALES 
WITNESSES GIVE DETAILS 


Detendant Was on Stand for Hour, 
but Told Only Small Part of 
His Story—He Will Be on 
the Stand All Day 
Today. 


Lexington, S. C., October 8.—James H. 
Tillman went upon the stand today as a 
witness in his own behalf. It was just 
one hour before adjournment that his 
counse] asled that the defendant be 
called. With perfect self-composure he 
arose from his seat among his attor.- 
neys and placed himself at the clerk's 
desk to take the oath. 

Although he was on the stand an hour 
he only fairly begun to get over the vast 
amount of ground he must necessarily 
cover. It is predicted that he will be 
On the stand all of tomorrow. The de- 
fense has still more witnesses. Thirteen 
of their witnesses were heard today. 

Mahaffey, a member of the legislature 
from Spartanburg at the last session, 
said he noticed the neck of a hottle stick- 
ing out of the defendant's pocket al the 
State house the day before the shooting. 

J. H. Tillman, when he took the siand, 
was asked by Mr. Croft to explain this 
and that incident to which reference had 
been made during the triai. 

After giving Ms explanation of the 
South Carolina Club incident he was 
asked with regard to, any. messages he 
may have sent to Gonzales, saying that 
he had sent a vetbal message to him 
by George 8S. Legare asking him (Gon- 
males) to meet -hifn Ui ‘Georgia. He said 
Mr. Gonzales wanted the invitation put 
in writing, but he was affaid it was a 
trap. He said also that he did not want 
to violate any of the dueling laws of the 
state. 

Answering further questions, the wit- 
ness said that when hé was correspond- 
ent in Wegshington for some southern pa- 
pers Mr. Gonzales was applicant for the 
position of consul general to Shanghai 
and that he wrote his papers that Mr. 
Gonzales would not be appointed and 
said he had some words with him in a 
hotel lobby in Washington. 

As to the cigar incident he said that 
on the next day he went up to the hotel 
cigar stand and bought some cigars and 
turning around offered them to those 
standing there. He noticed Mr. Gon- 
gales then, he said, and saw he had 
made a mistake, 

Attitude Always Bitter. 

Asked us to Mr. Gonzales’ attitude to.. 
ward his military career, he said: 

‘Tt has always been bitter toward me 
since I was 2! years old.” 

The question of his military career and 
the comments of The State were then 
taken up, Mr. Tillman stating among 
other things Mr. Gonzales wanted to nave 
him court-martialed because of an inci- 
dent which he related. 

Relative to the organization of a com- 
pany of Indian scouts which has been 
referred to, the defendant said he wanted 
to organize such a cOmpany to take to 
the Philippines, but that President Mc- 
Kinley and the army officers in Wash- 
ington opposed it, : 

Asked how he was treated by Mr.

NO MOVE BY RUSSIANS 
TQ LEAVE MANCHURIA 


Advices Show That They Are Hold- 
ing Their Positions at All 
Pojnts—It Is Alleged That 
Japan Is Eager for 
War. 


Paris, 
received here shows that a formidablé 
Russian fleet, composed of ninety war 
ships of al]. classes, has left Port Ar- 
thur and has arrived at Ma-San-Pho, 
south of Korea, where the Japanese fleet 
had already arrived. The Russian ships 
have anchored within the Ma-San-Pho 
harbor, alongside the Japanese ships. 

Several brigades of Russian troops 
have been moved forward to-the Korean 
boundary, and are now encamped on the 
border. Diplomatic negotiations are still 
proceeding at Tokio. These do not re- 


late to. the evacuaton of Manchura by 


the Russan troops, but to the future of 
Korea.

BY JAPANESE MINISTER 
London, October 8.—The Japanese min- 
ister here, Baron Hayashi, today describ. 
ed the announcement made by The Lon- 
don Daily Mail's correspondent at Kobe, 
Japan, that Baron de Rosen, the Russian 
minister to Japan had presented a note 
to the Japanese government contending 
that Japan had no right to interfere in 
the question of the evacuation of Man- 
churia and proposing the partition of Ko- 
rea between Russia and Japan as being 
“fantastical and unworthy of considera- 
tion.’’ 

The news from Kobe, the minisier says, 
is about as unreliable as news from 
Shanghai. He reiterated that there was 
nothing in the situation in Korea to &c- 
casion uneasiness, 

“I have not heard and I do not be- 
lieve,”” added the Japanese minister, 
“that Russia has intimated her refusal 
to evacuate Manchuria and that she hag 
refused to allow Japan to interfere with 
her occupation. I see nothing in the 
situation at the present moment that 
supports the reports of a wariike atti- 
tude on the part of either Russia orf 
Japan.” 

The minister added thae he had not 
received a word regarding any goncentra- 
tion of or alarming movement of the 
Russian fleet in the Far Hast. 

Regarding the report that 
sian fleet had arrived at Ma-San-Pho, 
Baron Hayashi remarked that Russia had 
only about thirty war vessels in the 
whole Far East and it “would be a physi- 
cal impossibility on account of coal and 
other supplies,” the minister fufther 
asserted, ‘for them to remain at Ma-San- 
Pho. It would be the most unlikely place 
for them to go to and even if Russia 
contemplated hostilities, as it is within 
easy striking distance of Japan's strong 
naval’ base at Tsn, in the straits of Ko- 
rea.’ 

So far as Baron Hayashi knows it 
would ‘be equally unreasonable for the 
Japanese fieet to go to Man-San-Pho.

Chamberlain ls Denouncing 
Free Trade in Scotland 


He Is Making a Bid for the Support 
ef the Working Class—John 
Redmond Makes a Bitter 
Attack on the New 
Cabinet. 


Glasgow, Scotland, October 8.—Joseph 
Chamberlain is losing no opportunity of 
spreading his fiscal gospel. He started 
this morning on a day’s visit to a friend 
in Fifeshire, Scotland, and was welcomed 
on his arrival at Cuper by a large crowd 
of people. 

The former colonial secretary made a 
speech, which captured his hearers, re- 
marking that no one had benefited more 
than himself in the past by the support 
of the working class, and he hoped to 
have the same confidence and support in 
his present undertaking. Upon the right 
solution of the great question he had 
raised depended the continuance of the 
workman’s employment. Without official 
change the worker would have to decide 
upon accepting an insufficient wage and 
leaving the country. 

The sentiment of his fellow-citizens in 
the colonies must also be considered. 
They were not free traders. Their ma- 
terial assistance and moral support it 
Was that enabled Great Britain to hold 
up her head during the regent war, in 
spite of the criticisms of foreigners. 

Redmond Attacks New Cabinet.

TILLMAN TELLS

was with the defendant throughout the 
campaign of 1902; was asked if he was 
present in the defendant's room in a 
hote] in Columbia on the night of the 
20th or the 2ist of August, 1902, at the 
time Dr, Adams was there, answering 
that he was, and said he wad geading 
some of the edituriuls from The State 
that he might be in a position to reply 
to them in his speech. 

His attention was called to the test{- 
mony of Dr. Adams relative to a conver- 
sation that took place in the room. The 
witness said that part of the conversa- 
tion was directed to Dr, Adams and part 
of it to a side remark addressed to Mr. 
Tillman. Witness then, in answer to 
questions, said Dr. Adams advised 2fr. 
Tillman ‘‘to go forth to The State office 
and fight Gonzales,’’ and that the de- 
fendant said ‘he was lieutenant governor 
and could not afford to have a difficulty, 
that he would be impeached,” and, added 
the witness, ‘‘some boy about that time 
made a remark about which Gonzales 
had said about what he would do to Col- 
onel Tillman Colonel Tillman said: 

“*You need not be uneasy about that— 
you boys needn’t be uneasy about that; 
if he undertakes to attack me, I will 
snuff his light out.’ ”’ 

Asked with reference to another state- 
ment attributed to the defendant the 
witness said that when that part of an 
editorial referring to mock theatricals 
was read what Mr. Tillman said was 
that— 

“If he attempts to carry out one of 
his treats I will make it the — —— 
tragedy that has ever happened in South 
Carolina. 

The witness when asked with reference 
to the pistol in Mr. Tillman’s room at 
the hotel in Columbia, said it was there 
“because we expected trouble at the opera 
house,”’ adding, “we expected Colonel 
Tillman to be attacked. by Mr. Gonzales.”’ 

J. A. White, of Edgefield, a doorkeeper 
in the state senate at the last session of 
the legislature, said that while he was 
sitting in the lobby of the senate a man, 
whom he did not know, came up to him 
and asked where Mr. Tillman was, and 
among other things the witness said the 
Stranger said he had made Mr. Tillman 
show the white feather twice and would 
do it again. He was told by Mr. Holsen- 
back, who was present, he said, that tho 
stranger was N, G. Gonzales. The wit- 
ness said he told the Meutenant gover- 
nor just what had been said.

‘ Fhe negotiations between China and the 
United States, which culminated in the 
treaty signed today at Shanghai, were ini- 
tiated under the provisions of article xii, 
of the final protocol, signed by the powers 
at Peking on September 7, 1901, terminat- 
ing the anti-foreign outbreak of the pre- 
ceding year. The present treaty has for 
its object the extension of commercial 
relations between the contracting pow- 
ers by amending our existing treaty of 
commerce and navigation with China, 
and other subjects concerning commercial 
relations, with the object of facilitating 
them. 

Articles i, ii and iii refer to the rights 
and privileges of diplomatic officers, con- 
Buls and citizens of the United States in 
China, and embody a number of changes 
which have been sanctioned by usage 
in China since the treaty of 1858. 

To Abolish Likin Tax. 


Article iv is the most important of the 
treaty. By it the. Chinese government, 
recognizing that the present system of 
Jevying duties upon goods in transit and 
especially the system of taaxtion known 
as likin, impedes the free circulation of 
comodities tg the general injury of trade, 
undertakes after the ratification of the 
treaty and at a date to be mutually 
agreed upon, to abandon the levy of likin, 
and other transit dues throughout the em- 
pire and to abolish all the barriers and 
tax stations maintanied for their col- 
lection. The United States, in considera- 
tion of this change, agrees, if all other 
powers having treaties with China do like- 
wise, to pay at the port of entry on all 
its imports into China a surtax of one and 
one-half times the tariff import duty. By 
this payment they shall secure com- 
plete immunity from all other taxation 
whatsoever within the empire. Exporis 
from China shall pay 7% per cent ad 
valorem (as at present). the whole amount 
of the duty, but collected at the port of 
exportation, 

These are the salient points of this ar- 
ticle, which officials believe may bring 
about a complete and salutary reform in 
the fiscal administration of the empire, 
and enable the central government to 
derive much larger sums from the inter- 
nal taxes than it now does, when the 
cost of collection is, perhaps, 50 per cent 
of the whole. % 

The remaining provisions of article iv

By another article the Chinese gov- 
ernment agrees to the establishment of 
bonded ware houses by citizens of the 
United States, at the open ports of China. 

Mining Regulations Changed. 

By article 7 the Chinese government, 
“recognizing that it is advantageous for 
the country to develop its mineral re- 
sources and ,that it is desirable to at- 
tract foreigrt as well as Chinese capital 
to embark :n mining enterprises,’ agrees 
within a year from the signing of the 
treaty to conclude the revision of its min- 
ing regulations, so that citizens of the 
United States may be able to carry on 
increased territory mining operations and 
other necessary business connected there- 
with. 

Article 9 provides for the protection of 
trade marks in China. 

Article 10 provides for the 
of patents, and article Il for 
tection of copyrights. 

By article I3 the Chinese doeerament 
agrees’ to taKe the necessary steps to 
provide for a uniform national coinage, 
which shall be a legal tender throughout 
the empire. 

Article i4 relates to Chinese Christians 
and to missionaries. It insures to the 
former the free exercise of their religion 
and protects them against the injustice 
of the native officials, while not, how- 
ever, removing them from their jurisdic- 
tion or claiming for American mission- 
aries. the right to interfere with the ex- 
ercise of the native authorities of their 
jurisdiction over natives. To the mis- 
sionaries it s@cures what they have 
sought for years, a recognition of their 
right to rent and lease in perpetuity 
such property as their societies may need 
in all parts of the empire. 

At the request of the Chinese goverp- 
ment an article has been incorporated in 
the treaty by which the United States 
consents to the prohibition of the impor- 
tation into China of morphia and of in- 
struments for its injection. 

Another article of the treaty provides 
for the opening to international trade in 
the same conditions and manner as other 
places now opened to like trade in China 
of the cities of Fend Tien-Fu (Mukden) 
and Au Tung, the first the capital of 
the Manchurian province of Sheng Ching, 
and the latter a port on the Yalu river, 
on the road between Mukden and Wiju, 
in Corea.

Manila, October 8.—1:15 p. m.—The 
name of Consul McWade, stationed at 
Canton, is also mentioned as a _ bene- 
ficiary under the contract unearthed by 
Collector of Customs Schuster in connec- 
tion with the scheme to bring in Chinese 
‘coolies, under the guise of merchants to 
the Philippine islands entering through 
this port. The collector has accumulated 
other evidence to connect other consuls 
with the alleged frauds. 

The conspirators have, it is said, al- 
ready issued many forged certificates as- 
signing a former residence in the Philip- 
pines under which Chinese have been 
admitted here. Carl Johnston, who is 
also mentioned as a beneficiary under the 
contract, is a brother of Burlingame 
Johnston, the former consul at Amoy, 
where he himself was located as acting 
consul.

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UP TO UMPIRES 


Arcuments in the Boundary 
Case Are Concluded, 


Closing Speech of Dickinson for the 
United States Described as Bril- 
liant Effort—Secmwt Meet- 
ings of the Umpires 
To Begin. 


London, October 8.—The arguments in 
the Alaskan boundary arbitration were 
finished at 3 p. m. today. Mr, Dickinson 
concluded with an eloquent peroration, 
dealing with the bonds of amity be- 
tween the United States and ureat 
Britain. 

The wives and families of the commis- 
sioners and of counsel were present. 

John W. Foster, the agent of the United 
States, thanked the British government 
in the name of the American govern- 
ment for its-courtesy, Lord Chief Justice 
paid a tribute to Mr. Dickin- 
and the session broke up. 

The closing moments were marked by 
an intensity hitherto lacking In the pro- 
ceedings. As Mr. Dickinson finished his 
argument and commenced his references 
to international relations and the possi- 
ble effect of the verdict thereon, the 
members. of the tribunal and the other 
listeners appeared to grasp the true im- 
port of the proceedings, which had al- 
most been lost sight of in the puzzling 
technical details in which they had been 
shrouded. 

“The tribuna!,’’ declared Mr. Dickinson, 
‘Is unique and the treaty will entirely 
miscarry unless at least one member 
shall decide against the contention of 
his own people. The fact that justice 
should be exalted above the plane where 
the sympathies that move men have 
Sway, challenges the attention of man- 
kind and distinguishes this tribunal above 
all others It doesn’t follow that a fail- 
ure to reach a decision will show that 
such faith was in any degree mispiaced; 
but if a settlement is reached it will be 
a triumphant epoch in history 

“What could give higher inspiration to 
those laboring for the peacé of the world 
than the settlement of these issues, so 
pregnant of possibilities? If the tribu- 
nal should render judgment 
it would be the strongest assurance yet 
given to humanity that the Christian 
nations are tending toward the only prac- 
tical realization of the poet's dream of 
a parliament of nations and a confedera- 
tion of the world.’’ 

Mr. Dickinson also pald a high tribute 
to the opposing counsel and Lord Chief 
Justice Alverstone’s fairness, 

Lord Alverstone said he had heard 
many leading members of the American 
bar speak in arbitration and othér cases: 
but Mr. Dickinson's argument equaled 
anything he had ever heard, and he had 
not suffered by the fairness and impar- 
tiality with which he had presented his 
arguments. 

Mr. Foster said: 

“Having approached the end of the 
Open sessions, I ‘desire in the name of 
the.government of the United States and 
in behalf of my associates and myself to 
make public recognition of the extreme 
friendliness and consideration with which 
we have been received by the British gov- 
ernment und by fts representatives. Not 
Only has every facility and convenience 
been afforded us for the dispatch of the 
business which brought us to this city, 
but these acts have been attended by 
marked courtesy and kindness. In mak- 
ing this acknowledgment, it is especially 
pleasant to recall the fact that during 
our prolonged sessions not a harsh word 
has been spoken, nor has an unpleasant 
incident occurred to mar the harmony 
of our intercourse. May this be an in- 
dication of the character of the decision 
to be rendered by this tribunal, which 
both nations wait with so much interest.”’ 

Lord Alverstone replied feelingly, say- 
ing that his majesty’s government will 
doubtless deeply appreciate such an ex- 
pression of friendship and thanks.

France and Britain Have Ar 
ranged Arbitration realy, 


a 


After Centuries of Warfare, These 
Great Nations Have Decided to 
Settle Their Future Dif- 
ferences in Peaceful 
Manner. 


Paris, October 8.—It was learned in au- 
thoritative quarters this evening that thé 
terms of the general treaty of arbitration 
between France and Great Britain hav6 
been concluded between Forelgn Muin- 
ister DelCasse and the authorities in 
London. 

All the substantial features of the 
treaty have now been settled. There only 
remain minor questions of detail and the 
signing of the treaty. These formalities 
are so far advanced that the treaty is 
considered to be an accomplished fact 
today. 

The treaty follows thé general lines of 
the Hay-Pauncefote arbitration treaty, 
which is to a considerable extent served 
as a model. It is pointed out that the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty, although rejected 
by the United States senate, now serves 
as a basis for this impoftant Anglo- 
French treaty. The officials also view 
the negotiations as evidence of the sympa- 
thetic attitude of the United States, 
France and Great Britain ou the prac- 
tical adoption of the theory of arbftration. 

The treaty is mainly significant in being 
the culmination of the reapproachment 
between France and Great Britain after 
centuries of warfare, the maintainance 
of defensive armaments and the recent 
animisities growing out of Meft Fashoda 
incident and the South African war. 

It is also significant of the tendency 
towards a rearrangement of Huropean 
(political alliances. 


SEAS SCOURED 


FOR THE THIEVES 


But So Far Herman and 
Johnson Have Evaded 
Pursuers, 


Manila, October 8, 1:15 9. m.—It is now 
learned that George Herman ‘and C, J. 
Johnson, the constabulary officers sta- 
tioned at Misamis, Mindanao, now fugi- 
tives from justice, not Only took $6,000 
in cash from the safe,’ but also turned 
most of the supplies into cash before 
their dramatic exit on the vessel they ap- 
propriated. 

They took the steamer Victoria, of 36 
tons register, and got sufficient coal from 
the steamer Irene by threatening the 
captain at the point of revolvers to carry 
them to Baliango, a town on the north 
shere of the island. There they procured 
weod and water before putting to sea 
again, They should have reached San- 
Gagau, Borneo, today. 

A cable was sent to the governor of 
Borneo advising of their departure and 
he at once dispatched the coast guards 
steamer Ranger to look out for them. 
Herman, who was recently promoted to 
a captaincy, was formerly a non-commis- 
sioned officer in the Ninth infantry. He 
comes from Philadelphia. Johnson, a lieu- 
tcnant, was formerly a non-commission- 
ed officer in the Eleventh infantry, He 
is a native of Moosic, Pa. 


TWO GRAFTERS 
FEEL THE LAW 


Attorneys Miller and Johns 
Indicted by Federal 
Grand Jury. 


Cincinnati, October 8,—Daniel V. Miller, 
late second assistant attorney general for 
the postoffice department, and Attorney 
Joseph Johns were indicted by the United 
States grand jury today charged with 
conspiracy to commit an offense against 
the United States, 

Daniel V. Miller was employed as sec- 
ond assistant to Attorney General Tyner, 
of the postoffice department. Joseph 
Johns was an attorney at Rockville, Ind., 
where he was arrested May 27. 

Miller was arrested the same day in 
his office at Washington. 

The allegations upon which the arrests 
were based was a charge of conspiracy to 
extort a bribe from John R. Ryan, of J. J. 
Ryan & Co., turf commissioners. Prior 
to their arrest, postoffice inspectors had 
recommended that a fraud order be is- 
Sued against the Ryan firm, suspending 
all its mail. Ryan and Judge Outcault 
went to Washington to argue their case, 
Attorney Miller representing the other 
side. Ryan claimed his company had 
enough money to pay all depositors in 
full, and, as a result of the hearing, At- 
torney General Christiancy reported that 
the poggoffice inspectors made an investi- 
gation. They did not and a second time 
a fraud order was recommended. A few 
days later, according to telegrams pro- 
duced by the grand jury, Miller tele- 
graphed vohns to deal with Ryan. A 
meeting was held at the Gibson house 
between Johns and Ryan, in which Ryan 
paid $4,500, of which $2,500 was for 
@ favorable decision of the scheme allow- 
ing Ryan’s continued use of the mails 
and $2,000 was for revising Ryan's ad- 
vertising matter so as to conform to the 
ruling of the attorney general. Ryan 
paid the amounts in checks, which are 
held as evidence against Johns and Miller. 

Later both Miller and Johtis appeared 
in court and entered pleas of not guilty. 
Johns made his plea conditional, mservy- 
ng the right to change it affer receiving 
the indictment. The defemdants were 
allowed until Friday to fife demurrers 
or motions, and their bail jwas fixed at 
$2,500 each, which both Were prepared 
to furnish. 

The chief witness before thle grand jury 
was John J. Ryan, who, itJis said, pro- 
duced telegrams received Aerom Mitler 
directing him to meet Jo in Cincin- 
nati, where he paid to Jo the money 
by checks.

Result of the Engagement Was Prac- 
tically a Dog Fall—Firing the 
Heaviest Since the Be- 


ginning of the War 
Game. 


Camp Young, West Point, Ky., October 
\—More spectacular and hotly contest- 
od, but lacking one or two Of the finer 
points brought out in the previous ma- 
heuvers was the engagement particil- 
pated in today by practically the entire 
number of regular soldiers and national 
guardsmen in camp. When recall was 
sounded after two hours of hot fighting 
the result was practically a dog fall, the 
Blue army inflicting the heavier loss as 
tallied by the umpires, but the Browns 
largely making up for this by a greater 
readiness to seize tactical advantages of 
position. The firing was the heaviest yet 
witnessed by the observers here. Cart 
loads of blank cartridges were expended 
by infantry, cavalry and artillery, and 
from the time the opposing forces met un- 
til the game was-_over the hills reverber- 
ated to pounding cannon and the clatter- 
ing roll of the Krags frequently rose to 
the crash of heavy volley firing. 

The problem for the day as laid down 
by Colonel Wagner, gave the cOmmand- 
ers of the Blue and Brown armies wide 
latitude. There was no specification as 
to position or as to which should act 
On the defensive, as in the maneuvers 
hitherto planned and @Xxecuted. A division 
of Blues and a division of Browns were 
simply set in motion from points 10 miles 
apart, each acting on orders to attack 
immediately on contact with “the ene- 
my.” Each division contained about 
4,500 fighting men. The Blue division, 
commanded by Colonel Amerson, of the 
Eighth cavalry, was composed of the 
First. brigade (seven battalions, repre- 
Benting the First, Third and Twentieth 
United States infantry, and the First 
Wisconsin regiment); Second brigade 
(First, Second and Third Indiana infan- 
try), the Seventh cavalry, two squad- 
Tons, and the Fourteenth battery field 
artillery, 

The Brown division, commanded by 
Brigadier General Bliss, United States 
army, was composed of the Third bri- 
Sade (First, Second and Third Michi- 
€an); Fourth brigade (Second and Third 
Kentucky, Eighth Ohio and Kentucky 
Light Artillery battalion used as infan- 
try); seven troops of cavalry, the Tfven- 
ty-first field artillery; First battery In- 
Giana field artillery. 


Battle Precipitated. 

The battle was precipitated at the en- 
trance to a long and tortuous defile in 
the hills, two guns from the Twenty-first 
battery and two troops of cavalry being 
Sent on the run to take and hold it be- 
fore the Blues came up. The Blues had, 
however, already gained a position from 
Which they could turn the defile, so this 
Brown force was compelled to retire. 


‘for it 


This move on the part of the Brown 
commander threw the original plans of 
the Blues into cenfusion and forced them 
to strike at the Brown left and left 
center. Accordingly fhe indiana brigade 
delivered a hard blow for the Blues, the 
firing during their attack on the Brown 
left wing being the hottest? of the day. 
The Indiana guardsmen who have 4l- 
ready gained an enviable record .enhanced 
it still further by‘ capturing three compa- 
nies of the Eighth Ohio and inflicting 
losses on the ThirdiKentucky and Eighth 
Ohio, estimated by’ the umpires as 120 
“killed.”’ This, of course, caused the 
Brown left wing to fall Sack for some 
distance. The Indiana brigade was, how- 
ever, unable to successfully turn the 
left flank of the Browns and the reason 
was that some of their Noosier 
brethren working on the other got intu 
the game. 

The Indiana field artillery, a part of 
the Brown forces, came to the rescue 
and by smart work that won them praise 
prevented the Blue artillery and 
cavalry from following up the advantages 
the infantry had. gained. The Indiana 
battery, although using horses which had 
never seen a cannon untij] the maneu- 
vers began, managed to take good posi- 
tion and fire a dozen shots before the 
Fourteenth battery (regulars) could take 
a good position for the Blues. The result 
was that the Blue advance on the left 
was checked. 

Meantime the first brigade of Blues 
had begun a hot action with the Michi- 
gan brigade forming the Brown center. 
Here the artillery again saved the day 
for the Browns, the Twenty-first battery 
coming up at the nick of time to give 
their side the preponderance and cause 
the temporafy retirement of the first 
line of first Blue brigade, composed large- 
ly of regulars, nearly a whole company 
of the latter being captured by a Michi- 
gan regiment. This advantage at the 
center was partly offset by a poor coun- 
ter attack delivered by the First Michi- 
gan working largely in the open, in the 
face of a heavy fire by the First In- 
diana. The umpire adjudged the First 
Michigan to have lost a sufficient nu.- 
ber to cause their temporary retirement, 


Did Poor Work. 

That part of the Brown left, composed 
of the Eighth Ohio and the Second Ken- 
tucky, did poor work. The men of these 
commands rovealed their position by 
firing before their opponents were in 
view or range, later on the cover taken 
by them was poor and some of them 
were surprised with the results given 
atove. The Indiana artillery probably 


+~saved them from even greater loss. 


The prihcipal feature of the work of 
the Brown army was the effective use 
of the artillery. Great mobiiity was 


shown and the pleces were worked all, 


over the field, always arriving at a 
threatened point in time. 

For the Blue army, the best work was 
cone by the Indiana brigade, a battalion 
of the Twentieth infantry and a Squadron 
of the Seventh cavalry. The Blue artil- 
lery was Of little effect. 

The recal] was sounded just as Colonel 
Anderson, commanding the Blues, was 
abandoning the attack on the Brown left 
and left center, and was making a neat 
pivotal movement to turn the Brown 
right, which had been rather weakened | 
to meet the first and second attacks. |

prophecy, as the Browns were working |

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Hamilton Douglas, the well known <At- 
lanta iawyer and president of the city 
board of education, has just returned 
from a visit of several weeks to Scotland. 
The~ Passing Throng man met him last 
evening and - Mr. Douglas talked enter- 
tainingly of his visit. 

“What I most especially intended to 
do,’’ said he, ‘“‘was to visit the places 
and scenes hallowed by their connection 
with the life and writings of Robert 
Burns. 

“To do this at my ease and to see 
closely and quietly all there was to see 
I secured a wheel and pedaled from 
place to place. On these spins I saw 
the field where the poet, plowing, turned 
up the nest of field mice, to which in- 
cident we are indebted for one of his 
most beautiful poems. I saw also the 
‘cot’ of ‘Sam O'Shanter’ and the old inn 
where he and his jolly companjons held 
high carnival. 

“While in Edinburgh and Glasgow I 
investigated the municipal ownership of 
public utilities and, contrary to the gen- 
eral opinion, I found considerable dis- 
satisfaction with these ventures on the 
part of many of the most intelligent resi- 
dents of these cities. 

‘The source of complaint seems to be 
the extravagance of municipal authori- 
ties. Instead of laying aside the earn- 
ings of the street railroads or using them 
to cut down the price of riding the coun- 
cils of Glasgow and Edinburgh spend 
this money on banquets to visiting dele- 
gations of all kinds and similar extrava- 
gances, 

‘‘In fact, a person can ride further for 
less money in any big Almerican city than 
he can in Glasgow or Edinbargh. 

“Glasgow, however, is one of the busiest 
kind of cities, everything in a state of 
hustle and bustle, reminding one of New 
York or Atlanta. Edinburgh on the other 
hand is one of the mos@ beautiful cities 
imaginable and I thoroughly enjoyed my 
visits to the many pvoiffts of historic in- 
terest in the old town. 

“At Inverness I witnessed a dress pa- 
rade of the Forty-second Highlanders. 
They were a splendid body of men and 
the dress parade, with the kilts and bag- 
pipes was a sight well worth seeing. ihe 
civilians at this place, I noticed, have 
adopted a sort of semi-Highlander’s uni- 
form for their evening dress, the only 
change In the costume being a white 
shirt and a sort of tuxedo coat and 
vest, with the usual evening tie, linen 
and gloves.

SHECLAIMSBIGTRACTOFLAND 


Mrs. Humphreys, Great-Granddaugh- 
ter of John Sevier, Lays Claim 
to 100,000 Acres of Val- 
uable Land in State 
of Tennessee, 


Tenn,, October 8.—(Special.) 
Mrs, Emmett Humphreys, of Sherman, 
Tex., is in this city in an effort to estab- 
lish a title to lands which she claims 
should have passed to the heirs of John 
Sevier, the first governor of Tennessee. 
Mrs. Humphrey is Sevier’s great-grand- 
daughter. Through her attorney she pre- 
sented a claim to the Knox county court 
for $126.54, a balance which she claims 
the county of Knox has owed the Sevier 
estate since I817, an old settlement of 
that date showing the amount due, and 
she claims there is no record of it ever 
having been paid to the estate. The mat- 
ter has been referred to County Judge A. 
D. Collier. The heirs of John Sevier, 
through Mrs. Humphrey, are laying 
claim to over 100,000 acres of vaiuable 
lands in Tennessee, which, it is said, 
may aggregate $100,000,000 in value. Ac- 
cording to Mrs. Humphreys, the heirs 
claim that the land was granted to John 
Sevier by act of congress in !795, and 
that it lies in tracts as follows: 

About 26,040 acres on the Cumbcriand 
river, commencing at the Kentucky state 
line and running down the river; 25,069 
acres talong tke same river and west of 
the first tract; 32,000 acres along the 
Cumberland river and including a part 
of the city of Nashville and the site of 
the entire town of Gallatin, Tenn.; 10,000 
acres on Buffalo river not far from Bon 
Air; 1,000 acres on the Tennessee river 
west of Nashville; an island in the French 
Broad river near Knoxville; 3,700 acres 
in Greene county; 37,000 acres in Carter 
county along Stony creek. 

It is claimed that 60,000 acres of this 
property was granted within the pro- 
visions of the congressional land grants. 
It is also claimed that the state of Ten- 
nessee has issued grants for every foot 
of the property, much of which is now 
extensively improved.

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The Southern Woman. 

Myrta Lockett Avary, well-known 
to literary and social circles in At- 
lanta, has an article in Gunton’s Mag- 
azine for October on “The Old and the 
New Regime in ‘the South,” with ref- 
erence entirely to the women of the 
ante-bellum and the present eras. It 
is an interesting symposium of the 
state of mind into which some south- 
ern women of the new era have auto- 
suggested themselves and we cannot 
say that they present views of what 
the southern woman should be that 
are either patriotic or commendable. 

In one place she quotes one of her 
southern women as saying: 


The women of our generation call them- 
selves Americans, our mothers call them- 
selves Virginians or southerners. I do 
not like to feel that we are peculiar to 
ourselves. Their state of mind is due 
to the impress of the war—it is the line 
of separation yet lingering. It did not 
exist before the war, certainly, when the 
south was emphatically American and 
the preponderating influence in America. 


We very much suspect that the lady 
quoted was born some years after the 
war end has not read with due com- 
prehension the history of her southern 
forebears, although she is described 
as “progressive as a Bostonian!” And 
right there, we also suspect, is the se- 
cret of too much of the sort of talk 
quoted by the writer of the article. 
The women in it talk like expatriates, 
persons who since moving their lares 
and penates and pecuniary efforts to 
New York and Boston have absorbed 
an ambition to be more “national” 
than the Down Easters themselve¢s. 

It is a distinct repudiation of all 
tradition and all remaining witnesses 
of southern antebellum life to say 
that our women of that period did not 
differentiate between being southern- 
ers and Americans. The latter they 
were in their broad allegiance to the 
principles which the word American 
re nted, but they were first of all 
VirginianSaad Georgians, and Texans, 
[ff not, how came they to mother Rob- 
ert BE. Lee, and Bee and Bartow, and 
Albert Sidney Johnston, who forsook 
office, honors and bribes to do their 
full and sacrificia] duty as Virginians, 
as Georgians, as Texans—all of them 
as southerners? 

Nothing that we can conceive of 
could be more ca.amitoug to southern 
and to American life than to have our, 
southern women adopt thé sentiment 
quoted above, or that other passion re- 
peated by the author from the lips of 
one of her friends, to this effect: 

For myself, I lke the modern trend— 
the larger liberty for men and women! 

Rather let our southern women de- 
spise the modern trend, for itis at right 
angles with that sanctity of their sex 
which has been the crown of their 
glory in the past, and that harmony 
of thought and nobility of action whicb 
in the past made them the motlers 
and wives of men who indeed exerted 
“the predominating influence in Amer- 
ica.” 

For our part, we would conjure back 
to our southern homes the grand old 
days and ways of the women whose 
lives made possible that southern life, 
that southern loyalty and that south- 
ern chivalry that in their revivals 
would again dignify southern society 
and give conquering power to southern 
patriotism. | 
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A Real Detective NeeJed. 

What the police system of Atlanta 
needs more than any other one thing 
now is at least one real detective. 
There are such persons in the world. 
They are not confined to the romances 
of Sir A. Conan Doyle and Anna Katbh- 
erine Green. They are found 4n other 
cities and they ferret out crimes and 
capture criminals with something like 
certainty. 

A city of the size and the conditions 
extant in Atlanta should have in its 
police equipment one, if hot more, 
practical and experienced detective 
who knows a clew from a claw-ham- 
mer and a murderer’s trail from a 
trolley-ride. Desperate crimes are 


committed in this city. Murders have | 
been done in the most flagrant fashion | 


and no one has been caught and iden- 
tified with the crime. The case of the 
man found dumped in the ditch near 
Bellwood is one in point. Five police 
officers have been murdered since 
1896 and not one of the murderers 
has been found. Burglars, purse- 
snatchers, 
number have committed their daring 
crimes and outwitted our officers com- 
pletely. 

The remembrance of these things is 
accentuated by the murder of Satur- 
day night and is being discussed with 
somewhat disgusted criticisms in al- 
most every circle of the city’s popula- 
tion. It is presumable, of course, that 
the officers do the best they know in 
their endeavors to catch the criminals 
in every case. But the real trouble is 
that they do not know enough of the 
detective business to succeed as our 
necessities demand. 

We think with all sincerity that the 
council and police commissioners 
could not spend a reasonable sum of 
money to better effect than to employ, 
wherever they can find him, at least 
one well-trained, expert and success- 
ful detective to lead in these criminal 
chasés and show our local sleuths how

HOSE who have failed to retire 

their property for taxation this year 

will be required to pay the fine of 
10 per cent of the amount of their \axes 
as is provided by law. 

This was decided upon yesterday morn- 
ing during a meeting of the tax commit- 
tee, of which Mayor Pro Tem. LaHatte 
is chairman, and which was called at the 
request of the board oi tax assessors 
and receivers. After consulling with 
Mayor Howell and after hearing from 
the assessors the members of the com- 
mittee decided to rigidly enforce the law 
and gave such instructions to the board 
of assessors. 

This fine of 10 per cent does not affect 
those who give in their property for tax- 
ation, but who fail @> pay their taxes. 
Property owners of that class are mere- 
ly considered defaulters and must pay 
the cost of the fi. fas. and the executions, 
if there be any. 

The fine is placed upon those who fail 
to return their property for taxation. 
This includes al] classes of taxpayers, 
including those who pay only street tax 
to the city. Under the law if a citizen 
talls to give in his property for taxation, 
and if he is assessed at $1,000, for in- 
ptance, the assessors are to add 10 per 
cent, or $100, and require him to pay 
upon $1,100. 

While this law has always been amoug 
the ordinances of Atlanta it has not bech 
enforced during the past five or asaix 
years, the reason being that council has 
made a habit of relieving taxpayers of 
the fine and has permitted them to pay 
upon the amount of their actual assess- 
ments. The board of assez.ors, knowing 
this, have failed to add the fine to tlie 
accounts of the taxpayers. 

This year it was determined to ascer- 
tain if counci] would enforce the law, 
and with that end view the tax com. 
mittee of counc!l way assembled yester- 
day morning at 9 o’clock. The mem- 
bers of the committee decided to enforce 
the law, and tnerefore those who failed 
to make returns will be fined. 

The number of citizens who failed to 
give in their-property for taxation is 
smali and few of those who have large 
holdings are among them. For that rea- 
son the increased reVenue to the city be- 
cause of the fines is not expected to be 
very large.

The case 
was tried in Judge Bloodworth’s court, 
and at the trial the bailiff turned up with 
& warrant issued by Justice Shirley, con- 
sequently the bailiff’ was released, I 
went to Jusiice Shirley's court and found 
the stove, 

“The total,amount claimed by this de- 
fendant Woo¢ron against the woman was

‘“‘Mr. Shark Not” Has a Say. 
The accompanying card from one who 
signs himself ‘‘Mr. Shark Not,” and ad- 
dressed to the editor of The Constitu- 
tion, is cheerfully given publicity. The 
card is in the nature of a defense of 
money lenders, the class which are term- 
ed as reputable. 
lf the writer of the card is under the 
impression that The Constitution has at- 
tacked or protested any reputable mon- 
ey lender he is mistaken. It is not the 
money broker who charges a legal rate 
of interest that the grand jury is now 
investigating, but the usurer, who is 
better known as a shark. 

The card follows: 

Editor Constitution: As there never 
was a question without two sides to it, 
I will, with your kind indulgence, en- 
deavor to present in a small way some 
facts in connection with the loan busi- 
ness of which the general public know 
nothing. They have only seen and 
heard one side of the case, and that par- 
ticular feature which is the very hard- 
est part of the business, viz: Foreclos- 
ure, Has been thoroughly exploited. It igs 
but fair and just that some voice should 
be raised in behalf of the other side, 
It is unfortunately true that there are 
some men engaged in the business whose 
methods will not bear investigation. 
Such parties should be singled out and 
made to suffer as individuals; the wrong- 
doings of these few should not be made 
the cause of the reputable brokers being 
injured and driven from business. 

It is charged that a usurious rate of 
interest is collected’ by the loan men. 
This is true, as the nature of the busi- 
ness makes it impossible to conduct it 
at the legal rate on account of the 
fearful loss sustained by the lenders, 
This being the natural result of the great 
risk which they are obliged to run in 
making these small loans, these losses 
running as high as 25 per cent of the 
amount of profits, and amounting in 
the course of a year to about $50,000 
that is secured from the loan companies 
by the borrowers in this city and never 
returned. To this end, then, it may be 
truthfully said that the loan companies 
distribute this amount of money to their 
customers every year. These are facts 
and can be very easily proven. There 
are seventy ioan offices here. (Just fifty 
too many.) They employ a capital of 
about $200,000, work a force of over 
two hundred men, who receive an aver- 
age weekly wage of $11, or over $114,- 
000 per year, every dollar of which is 
spent in this city. So much for this, It 
being a fact that the business cannot be 
conducted at the legal rate of interest, 
and it beimg a further fact that the 
people demand to be accommodated with 
these small loans (else the business could 
not exist), the question resolves itself 
into the best and most just manner of 
conducting the business. With this in 
mind, the reputable broker bases his 
charge at the lowest rate consistent, al- 
lowing himself a reasonable margin of 
profit on his capital, the same as any 
other business man. Now, then, Mr. 
Editor, writing from the viewpoint of

Government Employee at Postoffice 
Assigns His Salary as Security 
for Loan Secured from 
Money Lender—5 Per 
Cent a’ Month. 


A loan case that concerns the right of 
a government employee to assign his 
salary for a consjderation is at present 
Leing considered by Justice Bloodworth 

Some time ago a..money: lender and 
broker swore out a warrant against a 
postoffice employee charging him with 
being a common chéat and swindler. The 
specified reason why the warrant was 
taken out was that this employee had 
failed to pay back the money which he 
had borrowed at usuriotis interest. 

During the months of August and Sep- 
tember the mail carrier borrowed from 
the loan agent on two occasions, assign- 
ing his salary as security. During Sep- 
tember the postoffice employee was away 
from the city, going on a trip to New 
York, and the note fell due while he 
was out of the city. Coming back to 
Atlanta he went to see the broker and 
asserts that he offered to pay him $15 
of the amount and pay the rest as séon 
as he could get, his salary. The money 
lender refused to do so, saying that he 
had to have the whole amount and as 
it was not paid swore out a warrant 

It developed during the trial that one 
of the notes was for $35, and that the 
interest charged on it was 5 per cet a 
month, since the man was credited with 
owing $35, while he received only $33.25. 
The defendant further stated on the 
stand that he had been continually bor- 
rowing from the prosecutor at this In- 
terest for four or five years, making 
a new note as soon ag he paid the pre 
ceding one. At the rate of 5 per cent a 
month he was paying interest of 60 per 
cent a year on borrowed money. 

The defense laid its claims to gn aa- 
quittal on the grounds that the interest 
was usurious and that under govern- 
ment rules it is not legal for employees 
to assign their salaries. The prosecution 
Claimed on the other hand that while 
the government is not responsible for 
such contracts the individual is. 

Judge Bloodworth withheld his decision 
on account of the lack of certain impor- 
tant briefs.

OF SOCIAL EVIL - 
MAYORS TALK 


Fleischman Tells How Vice 
* -Is Regulated in Cin- 
cinnati, 


Baltimore, October 8.—The convention 
of the League of American Municipali- 
ties resumed its segsions this morning. 
Among the addresses delivered was one 
on municipal restriction of social evil 
by Mayor Julius Fleischman, of Cincin- 
nati, Mr. Fleischman said: 

“Under the legal definition of the 
rights of the city it may be said that 
the policy of the city of Cincinnati is not 
restriction nor licensing of the social evil,, 
but restriction of the spread of disease in 
the first instance with the restriction of 
the evil as a possible incident to the 
adopted regulations. . 

“It is to be admitted that the question 
of the issuarce of certificates is serious 
and open to argument, but it is denied 
that the issuance of a certificate is in 
any degree a compromise with crime. 

‘In the werk done the police depart- 
ment is the controlling influence and 
without it the health department would 
be powerless. The police department 
looks to the mistress of the house of 
prostitution for the performance of her 
allotted share of the work. If these regu- 
lations ure followed strictly and in good 
faith the mistress of the house is not mo- 
lested by the police without some open 
breach of the peace and therein lies her 
sufety, and as a consequence her protec- 
tion. Those houses are quietly conduct- 
ed and as a rule confined to certain ro- 
stricted boundaries. Music is allowed in 
houses of prostitution, but it must be 
stopped before midnight. 

“If closing up the houses by the stop- 
ping of music or of drinking would re- 
sult in the tctal suppression Of the so- 
cial evi] there would be overwhelming 
force im the argument, but a stoppage of 
the social evil is an impossibility. 

“It is conclusive in the light of all his- 
tory of attempts to deal with the sociai 
evi] that its suppression is an impossi- 
bility. Therefore its regulation is the 
prvblem with which the people are to- 
day confronted and which the municipal 
authorities of Cincinnati are endeavoring 
to solve.”

TO TRY CAR MAN 
FOR ACCIDENT 


Motorman Must Answer to 
Charge of Involuntary 
Manslaughter, 


A case against J. W. Bracewell, a mo- 
torman of the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company, charged with involuntary 
manslaugbter in the commission of a law- 
ful act, is set for trial this morning 
before Judge A. E. Calhoun, in the city 
criminal court. 

The case is the outgrowth of tht ac- 
cident on April 5, last, which resulted in 
the death of Joseph George Fallaize, a lit- 
tle child. The car, on which Bracewell 
was motorman, was running out White- 
hall, bound for East Point, and collided 
with a buggy. in which the child was 
seated with his father, J. B. Fallaize, 
and a traveling man. The child was 
fatally hurt and died several hotrs later. 

Bracewell is charged with involuntary 
manslaughter in the commission of a 
lawful act in that he failed to use cau- 
tion in operating the car. The case is 
in the city criminal court, as the offense 
charged is misdemeanor and that court 
is devoted to the trial of mfsdemeanor 
business. The father of the deceased has 
brought civil suit for damages against 
the company.

FARLEY -FIRED 
FOR “RINGING” 


Letters To Show Horseman 
Was Qut for a 
, “Killing,” 


Detroit, October 8.—The examination of 
Edward H. Farley, the Chicago horseman, 
on the charge of “ringing’’ the mare 
Aimless as Sarah Black at the Crosse 
Pointe running meeting June 26, was bt- 
gun in Justice Lemke’s court here to- 
day. 

The prosecution created something of a 
sensation by introducing two letters to 
Billy O’Hara, of Cincinnati, signed Ed. 
E. Farley, which were sejzed by the 
Cincinnati police during a raid on O’Ha- 
ra’s turf speculation syndicate offices in 
that city. 

In one of the letters, written at New 
Orleans, in March, 1902, it was stated 
that a mare had been secured that could 
go three-fourths of a mile in 1:13%, 
and that she looked like Sarah Black. 
Sarah Black had been put out of the 
way, and this mare could be entered as 
Sarah Black at the Roby track and a 
big killing made at the expense of the 
bo@kmakers, Weller and O’Leary. The 
second letter, written from Little Rock, 
stated that the mare was sick with fever, 
and that it would be impossible to ship 
her for a time. 

From questions asked by Farley's at- 
torney, it was concluged that in the 
upper court, if Farley is held for trial, 
an attempt will be made to show that 
the entire institution of gambling on 
horse racing is contrary to law, hence 
not entitled to protection. Jockey Ro- 
manellj testified that he rode the mare 
June !6, and that there was not then 
any suspicion abopt the race.
